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Vandalism may force closure of canal 


Stretches of a Black Country canal could be 
forced to close temporarily after vandals drained 
a reservoir at a beauty spot. 

The water level in the Stourbridge and Dudley 
canal will become too low for boats to get through 
if the weather continues to be dry, bosses have 
warned. 

Vandals opened a dam between two pools at 
Fens Pool Nature Reserve 13 days ago, draining 
one and causing another to overflow. 

A lack of rain since the vandalism has left the 
Grove Pool almost completely dry. 


British Waterways general manager Dean 
Davies said if the water drops they can no longer 
rely on using the pool to boost levels. 

He warned that the canal could ultimately be 
closed to traffic for days until water is found from 
other sources. 

Damage 

Mr Davies said: “It is hugely annoying that for 
someone’s entertainment a lot of inconvenience 
and damage has been caused. 

“We are not having any immediate problems 


at the moment but there are concerns that the 
situation could change unless we have a large 
amount of rain in the coming weeks. 

“There would be problems getting deeper 
boats through and it could ultimately lead to 
restrictions or even closures to try to build the 
water levels back up.” 

Vandals unscrewed a valve in the dam during 
the night of Friday, August 12. 

A nearby shed business was flooded, damag¬ 
ing timber stocks, and the surrounding paths 
were left covered in water. 


Worry as Government rejects Enterprise Zone bid

Dudley is in need of urgent 
help to boost its flagging 
economy after missing out 
on an Enterprise Zone boost, 
according to a borough MP. 

A bid to transform the vacant 
Waterfront complex in Brierley 
Hill into an EZ was rejected by 
the Government. 

Instead it favoured sites in Dar- 
laston and on the Staffordshire- 
Wolverhampton border. 

The Waterfront proposal would

have seen more than 3,000 jobs 
brought to Dudley, as well as dis¬ 
counts on business rates, high¬ 
speed broadband and simplified 
planning rules. 

New offices and industrial units 
could also have been created but 
those plans have now been shelved. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin 
painted a bleak picture of the 
borough’s future. 


“I’m pleased they’ve given the 
green light to sites in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Darlaston, but Dudley 
needs urgent help,” he said. 

“We lost out on funds for regener¬ 
ation and job creation in the town 
when the Government scrapped the 
regional development agency and 
now we’ve got no funding to boost 
the economy at all.” 

In contrast Dudley Council’s 
cabinet member for regeneration, 
Councillor Angus Adams, said 
Dudley could be thriving again in 
the next three years. 


Town cliff 
railway is 
sold off 


Bridgnorth’s tourist 
attraction cliff railway has 
been sold to property devel¬ 
opers for between £700,000 
and £800,000. 

Operators Allan and Jean 
Reynolds put the Bridg¬ 
north Castle Hill Railway 
Company, which includes 
the cliff railway, up for sale 
in February. 

The funicular railway has 
been sold to the Suffolk- 
based Tipping family after 
attracting “a tremendous 
amount of interest” from all 
over the country. 

Jonathan Bengough, 
spokesman for agent 
Knight Frank, said: “We are 
very happy it’s a family 
interest who have pur¬ 
chased the company.” 


Car boot chaos as 
vehicles block road 


Police were forced to stop bargain 
hunters entering a car boot sale near 
Dudley after it attracted hundreds 
more people than normal, leading to 
traffic chaos on surrounding roads. 

Hundreds of cars queued to get into 
the field in Himley, off the busy A449 
Stourbridge Road, causing lengthy tail¬ 
backs. 

Organisers said more people had 
flocked to the site than normal on 
Sunday because another car boot sale 
nearby did not take place. 

Police were forced to divert traffic 
away from Col’s Car Boot Sale on the 
B4176 Himley Bypass for around two 
hours. 

Bosses said they were taking steps to 
avoid a repeat this Sunday by opening 
an overspill car park on an adjacent 
field. But an MP is demanding action 
after he said residents had complained 
of being “prisoners in their own homes”. 

It follows recent police action at a car 


boot sale in Essington which also had to 
be shut due to roads becoming blocked. 

Gavin Williamson, MP for South 
Staffordshire, said: “We need to get offi¬ 
cials together because this is a recur¬ 
ring problem with car boot sales. People 
are becoming prisoners in their own 
homes. Operators should have to pay 
for the cost to the public purse of getting 
the police out to deal with it.” 

Staffordshire Police spokesman 
Peter Bate said officers were called at 
8am and had to close the entrance, in 
Himley Lane, for “a couple of hours”. 

Car boot sale organiser Colin Turley 
said: “It was just volume of traffic. 

“Another car boot sale that is nor¬ 
mally on nearby was not on which 
added to the traffic. There was ample 
parking on the field but if the police 
don’t let them on they park somewhere 
else. 

“We have another field now where we 
can put an overspill car park.” 


He insisted that Dudley would 
still benefit from the two selected 
Black Country sites. 

“We haven’t been given a reason 
(why the Dudley bid was rejected) 
and we’re disappointed we didn’t 
get anything but we shall feel the 
benefit of the other sites,” Council¬ 
lor Adams said. 

“It’s no good having sour grapes - 
we’ve got to get on with it. 

“Dudley really is going to be 
thriving in the next two to three 
years. I’m absolutely confident of 
that.” 

Shame 

The council’s deputy leader Tim 
Wright, like leader Les Jones, said 
he was “very disappointed” with the 
decision to reject the Waterfont site. 

“The Enterprise Zone is a very 
welcome boost for the whole of the 
Black Country but it is a real shame 
that it will not be based in Dudley,” 
he added. 

“This would have been a real 
boost to Dudley but we will now con¬ 
tinue to work with our neighbours 
and look forward to the extra busi¬ 
ness this will bring to the Black 
Country.” 

Chris Kelly, MP for Dudley 
South, said: “Whilst I’m disap¬ 
pointed on the one hand that all of 
the Dudley borough’s designated 
sites haven’t been selected, I am 
confident that these new enterprise 
zones will boost the whole Black 
Country economy.” 

Probe at school 

An investigation has been 
launched at a Dudley school over 
concerns on “administrative 
issues”, Dudley Council confirmed. 
It is being carried out at Priory 
Primary School, Limes Road.

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Phone mast would blight landscape - planners 


Old crystal factory shattered 


A controversial 41ft phone mast overlooking 
homes in Stourbridge has been rejected by plan¬ 
ning officers who labelled it an “alien feature” 
which would blight the landscape. 

More than 1,000 residents of Wollaston signed 
a petition against plans for a new mast at the 
corner of Bridle Road and Vicarage Road, while 
111 other letters of objection were lodged with 
Dudley Council’s planning department. 

They claimed the mast would be too close to 
The Woodlands residential care home and St 
James’ CE Primary School, and raised fears over 
traffic safety and potential health concerns. 


Ward councillor Nic Barlow has helped lead 
the campaign and welcomed the news. “It is fan¬ 
tastic news — I am sure that all residents will be 
delighted when they hear their campaign and 
hard work has paid off,” he said. 

“There has been an overwhelming strength of 
feeling against these proposals and hopefully, 
the applicant will bear that in mind and not try 
to pursue an appeal. 

“We are delighted that officers have decided to 
refuse it even before it went before the planning 
committee, I find that very encouraging indeed.” 

He vowed that similar action would be taken 


should another application ever be made in that 
area. Mobile phone giants Telefonica 02 UK and 
Vodafone applied for the mast, claiming it would 
boost 3G phone coverage for both networks. It 
had been designed to look similar to a lamp post. 

Residents staged roadside protests, with 
banners and signs to gather support, pulled 
together a petition and dozens of objections and 
lobbied Stourbridge MP Margot James. 

A report by planning officers states: “The pro¬ 
posal would be a visually prominent and alien 
feature, significantly detrimental to the charac¬ 
ter and appearance of the area.” 


Work to demolish the former Royal Brier- 
ley Crystal factory started on Monday. It is 
being flattened to make way for a £6 million 
base for Dudley and Sandwell’s archives. 

Dudley Council wants to build a new 
archive base in its place which will include 
a local history library, a conservation 
studio, archive storage and education facil¬ 
ities such as a lecture theatre and confer¬ 
ence rooms. 

It will also have solar panels installed on 
the roof to generate its own electricity. 

A planning application for the develop¬ 


ment was submitted last month and it is 
hoped work can start on the building before 
the end of this year. 

Council chiefs are currently consulting 
members of the public on what they think 
of the proposals. 

It emerged last week that although the 
building will cost £6 million to build the 
council will pay out a total of £13.8 million 
for it over the next 60 years. 

Sandwell Council will rent part of the 
building for storage facilities but will not be 
helping to fund the cost of the scheme. 
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Success for 
waste centre 

A recycling project at Halesowen 
Leisure Centre has been hailed a 
success. Staff and customers have 
recycled more than 54 tons of 
rubbish since the scheme started 
two years ago. 

The centre has collected nearly 
1,000 bags of plastic bottles and 30 
bins of waste paper which are col¬ 
lected by recycling firm Sita UK 
and recycled into new products 
including corrugated cardboard 
and tissue paper. The centre has 
also saved more than £1,500 
through the reduction of waste 
products.

There were plenty of smiles as pupils 
throughout the borough flocked to their 
schools and colleges to find out their grades. 

Among them were happy students at Dudley 
College which reported a 100 per cent pass rate in 
26 subjects. 

Sellani McKenzie, aged 18, of Clement Place, 
Bilston, achieved two As, a B and a D in law, 
maths, sociology and psychology. “I’m so pleased- 
I was sure I would fail one but I haven’t,” she said. 

“I’m really looking forward to going off to uni 
now I don’t have to worry any more — I’m going to 
the University of Kent to do law which will be 
great. I’m definitely off out to celebrate.”

A loft insulator threatened to stab 
police officers and brandished a 12in 
kitchen knife in the street following a 
drink and drugs binge.

He was arrested and pro¬ 
ceeded to be “uncooperative and 
abusive” to officers, threatening to 
stab them.

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Trapped cats 
bring a call to 
crush tin cans 

A bizarre spate of cats getting their 
heads stuck in food tins has broken out 
in an area of Dudley prompting calls 
for householders to crush cans before 
putting them out for recycling. 

A local councillor says he is begin¬ 
ning to fear there may be a more sinis¬ 
ter reason for the incidents as he has 
heard of at least four cases of cats being 
found with their heads embedded in 
cans in the Saltwells and Bowling 
Green Road area of Netherton. 

Councillor Bryan Cotterill, who rep¬ 
resents Quarry Bank and Dudley 
Wood, said the incidents were reported 
to the Saltwells Tenants and Residents 
Association helpline. 

In the latest report, a cat was found 
fighting for breath in the Bowling 
Green Road area and residents fought 
to free the terrified animal. 

Councillor Cotterill said: “It may be 
that the cats are getting stuck when 
people put their cans out for recycling. 
But it has been happening so often that 
I am beginning to smell a rat and 
suspect that someone might be doing 
this deliberately. Whatever the reason, 
as an animal lover, I think it is worth 
advising people to squash their tins 
before putting them out.” 

RSPCA west region spokesman Jud¬ 
ith Haw said: “This is a common prob¬ 
lem, especially as more recycling is 
going on. We do appeal to people putt¬ 
ing cans out for recycling to wash them 
first or crush them so that animals, 
cannot get their heads stuck.” 

Veterinary nurse Diane Westwood, a 
volunteer with the Saltwells Nature 
Reserve Support Group in Netherton, 
said: “Councillor Cotterill has spoken 
to me about this problem and it is wor¬ 
rying. If someone is deliberately doing 
this to cats then it is very cruel.” 

Fuel thief is 
sent to prison 

A drug addict siphoned off diesel 
from vehicles on a building site, plan¬ 
ning to sell it to fund her habit, a court 
was told. Leanne Homer was caught in 
the act by police after they were called 
to the site in Norwood Road, Brierley 
Hill, on July 10. 

Dudley Magistrates’ Court heard 
last week that the 26-year-old tried to 
flee but she was arrested and admitted 
going to the building site with plastic 
drums to take the diesel. 

A man was arrested but police have 
discontinued the case against him. 

Homer admitted taking the fuel at a 
previous hearing. She also pleaded 
guilty to failing to attend court for an 
earlier hearing. Magistrates sentenced 
her to 12 weeks’ imprisonment. She 
was also jailed for two weeks for failing 
to attend the hearing, that sentence to 
be served concurrently.

Council chiefs recently 
announced plans to close Shenstone 
Residential Care Home, Halesowen. It 
is part of a move towards getting 
people to stay independent for as long 
as possible.

Appeal for garden clean-up scheme 


Stuart Crystal site can be saved 


A clean-up project for a com¬ 
munity gardens in Dudley is 
gathering pace after an appeal 
was launched by residents. 

The Millennium Point 
garden, off Hillside, Wrens 
Nest, has become overgrown 
and untidy. 

Yobs have been using the 
garden as a hangout and resi¬ 
dents claim drug users have 
been congregating on the land. 

But residents have started a 
fight back to transform the 


area into a haven for children 
and families once again. 

The volunteers need strim- 
mers, shovels and litter pickers 
to help continue with their 
efforts. 

Ward Councillor Ken Finch 
said: “I like the fact this is 
an initiative started by the res¬ 
idents showing that want to 
part of this big society and are 
proud of the area they live in,” 
he said. 

Councillor Finch added he 


would be asking if Dudley 
Council could help with the 
loan of equipment and a skip to 
take rubbish away. 

Mother-of-two Jemma Grice, 
aged 24, of Hillside, is leading 
the campaign to create a haven 
for children to use safely. 

“This garden has just been 
left to get overgrown and it’s 
full of litter and looks terrible,” 
she said. 

“We want to clean it up for 
our children to use.” 


Work has started to repair 
damage wreaked by arsonists 
at a historic former glass 
factory. 

It marks a boost for plans to 
transform Grade II listed 
Stuart Crystal Glassworks in 
Wordsley into a £5 million 
museum. 

Once the £100,000 repairs 
have been done, planning can 
continue for the complex which 
will be linked to the nearby Red 
House Glass Cone, via an 


underground tunnel. There 
were fears the building would 
have to be demolished, throw¬ 
ing the scheme into doubt, but 
engineers have now declared 
the main structure could be 
saved. 

The roof collapsed during the 
blaze in May, which also gutted 
the building and damaged some 
of the walls. 

Since then there have been a 
number of vandalism attacks, 
including two smaller fires. 


The need for planning per¬ 
mission and listed building 
consent was waived as the work 
was urgently needed. 

Ian Harrabin, co-director of 
site owners Complex Develop¬ 
ments, said: “Contractors are 
moving on to the site, where 
they will begin putting boards 
up.” 

The roof will be replaced, 
while some high levels of the 
walls will be demolished and 
rebuilt.

Families fight £500 
school travel costs 


Families across Dudley are uniting 
to fight plans to charge £500 a year for 
disabled pupils’ school travel under 
council cuts. 

Parents said they have “no idea” how 
they will cope when the new system is intro¬ 
duced. From September students between 
16 and 19 who need to get a taxi or special¬ 
ist vehicle will have to pay the first £500 of 
costs. 

Their families are starting a petition and 
want to get answers from Dudley Council 
chiefs in person. 

Mother-of-two Lynne Higgins, aged 40, is 
appealing for anyone affected to contact her 
and join the campaign. She needs to find 
the cash for her son, Joseph, 15, to get to 
and from Old Park School in Russells Hall, 
Dudley. Joseph — who suffers from learning 
difficulties, tourettes, epilepsy and speech 
problems - currently gets a bus funded by 
the school. 

But in September the responsibility for 
disabled travel will lie with Dudley 
Council. 

Mrs Higgins, of Windsor Crescent, 
Dudley, already works 18 hours at week¬ 


ends as a carer for the elderly to boost the 
family’s income. 

She looks after her seven-year-old son 
Peter during the week while her husband 
Stephen works as a BT engineer. 

Mrs Higgins says she will have to drive 
Joseph to school as she cannot afford the 
new fees - but she also has to take Peter to 
St Joseph’s Catholic Primary in Kates Hill, 
Dudley. 

She said: “I have no idea how on earth we 
are suddenly expected to pay £500 a year. 

Cutting 

“They are cutting services and it seems 
the most vulnerable are always the hardest 
hit.” 

The charges will affect 27 pupils in total. 
Low income families will have to pay a 
reduced rate of £300. 

Councillor Liz Walker, cabinet member 
for children’s services, said: “The charges 
only make up a contribution towards the 
cost of providing the transport. This contri¬ 
bution will ensure that, in the long term, 
the service can be maintained.”

Mr Pitts said: “We’ve 
tailored our work more to the 
internet to avoid the brunt of it 
but our footfall has dropped 
from around 30 a day to eight.”

Those who apply would be needed to 
work weekdays, weekend and bank 
holidays and would need prior outdoor 
event experience.

Cancer fight leads to 
mountain challenge

Just six months ago, sporty university researcher 
Wendy Nicholls sat reeling in a doctor’s chair as they 
broke the news - she was suffering with skin cancer. 

A whirlwind few weeks followed as she underwent an emer¬ 
gency operation to remove the mole and any tissue which may 
have been affected, and biopsies were taken to test whether the 
disease had spread. 

But the brave 31-year-old, who is also a member of the Dudley- 
Kingswinford Running Club, has now fought her way back to fitness — 
and earlier this month conquered the 15,774ft-high Mont Blanc for 
charity. 

“One day I just noticed that a mole 
on my arm was bleeding. I didn’t think 
much of it but when it happened again 
a couple of weeks later, I thought I 
should get it checked,” said University 
of Wolverhampton psychological 
researcher Miss Nicholls, of 
Goldthorn Terrace, Penn, Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

“The doctor told me it was probably 
nothing to worry about so when they 
called me in to Russells Hall Hospital 
I just went on my own. I was stunned. 

“As part of my work I have 
researched how hospitals talk to 
cancer patients and suddenly they 
were saying this to me - it just felt so 
surreal. 

She was immediately whisked off to 
be screened for MRSA, and went 
under the knife a week later, on Feb¬ 
ruary 23. 

“They took so much off, it just felt 
like one of those tight blood pressure 
monitors strapped around my arm all 
the time.” 

Choice 

She then had to undergo an opera¬ 
tion to test her lymph nodes to see 
whether the cancer had spread any¬ 
where else — and luckily, it hadn’t. 

“That’s when I decided to do some¬ 
thing big to raise money — and Mont 
Blanc just seemed like the best 
choice,” she said. 

“After several weeks of not being 
able to do anything, my fitness levels 
had dropped so I started doing short 
runs with the Dudley-Kingswinford 
Running Club again, and joined the 
West Bromwich Mountaineering Club 
where they really helped prepare me 
for the climb. 

“It was the scariest thing I have ever 
had to do in my life but I’m so proud of 
myself for getting out there and not 
letting this beat me. 

“It was really emotional — it was so 
beautiful and I was so tired I burst into 
tears at the top.” 

The three-day climb, which she 
completed at the start of the month, 
has raised £831.38 and she is aiming

Hospital 
care for 
diabetics 
improving 

Care for people with diabetes at 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital 
has improved after new beds were 
opened and more specialist nurses 
were recruited. 

Hospital bosses say patients are also 
being seen more regularly by special¬ 
ists and are spending less time on the 
wards. 

The improvements came after a 
fourth consultant was recruited and 
extra diabetes specialist nurses were 
taken on. The number of beds available 
for admitted patients with diabetes 
was also increased from eight to 18. 

Staff also implemented ThinkGlu- 
cose — a scheme which helps staff on 
wards to be more aware of the impor¬ 
tance of managing blood sugar levels in 
people with diabetes. 

Dr Jane Dale, consultant physician 
and endocrinologist, said: “We’ve now 
got a diabetes team visiting the wards 
six days a week to check on patients, 
and we’ve put new systems in place so 
everyone knows what to do if a person 
with diabetes’ blood sugar levels 
becomes dangerously low.” 

“We’ve seen a reduction in the length 
of time people with diabetes stay in 
hospital, and, very importantly, we’ve 
seen that people who stayed in hospital 
have also been able to better manage 
their blood sugar levels after being dis¬ 
charged. 

Recovered 

“This means they are less likely to 
develop complications from diabetes, 
such as heart disease, foot and eye 
problems.” 

The hospital trust took part in the 
first National Diabetes Inpatient 
Audit in 2009 which looked at the care 
inpatients with diabetes received, how 
long they stayed in hospital and how 
well they recovered. 

It confirmed the trust was perform¬ 
ing slightly better than the national 
average but it showed there was room 
for improvement. Using the findings of 
the audit, the diabetes team made the 
changes. 

The findings of the inpatient audit 
from 2010 showed that 82 per cent of 
our patients said they were ‘satisfied’ 
or ‘very satisfied’ with their care. 

Campaign warns 
danger mixtures 

A campaign in Stourbridge is being 
launched to warn people of the dangers 
of mixing cocaine and alcohol. 

Dudley’s community safety partner¬ 
ship is launching its Drop Dead Gor¬ 
geous campaign which raises 
awareness of the potentially lethal 
substance, cocaethylene. 

At the height of this summer’s festi¬ 
val season, the campaign features 
someone who has suffered from the 
consequences of taking the substances 
together. The campaign will be rolled 
out in bars in the town. 

Cocaethylene is a chemical formed 
when alcohol and cocaine are taken 
together. It is highly toxic and puts the 
body under immense stress which can 
cause sudden heart failure. 

Councillor Tim Wright, cabinet 
member for community safety, said: 
“Alcohol and cocaine are a lethal mix 
and it is important for young people to 
be made aware of this.”

Justin Eberle has avoided an 
immediate jail term. He was given an 18-week suspended sen¬ 
tence for drink driving 500 yards from the shop on Valley Road, 
Cradley Heath to his home on Haden Park Road on July 7. 

A member of the public reported the 46-year-old’s registration details 
to police and described him as “totally drunk”, struggling to get out of 

his car before entering 
the chip shop and being 
unsteady on his feet, 
Sandwell Magistrates 
Court heard last week. 

Officers traced Eberle 
back to his home, where he 
told police he had only 
drunk two-and-a-half pints. 

But when he was 
breathalysed the officer 
described the reading as 
“the highest he had ever 
seen” at a level of 167 micro¬ 
grammes in 100 millilitres 
of breath. 

The legal limit is set at 
35mg. 

Mrs Rachael Smith, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “There was a 
report from the member of 
the public from the Valley 
Road chip shop saying the 
defendant was totally 
drunk. 

“Officers traced the regis¬ 
tration details and went to 
his home. 

Problem 

“When they interviewed 
him he said he went to fetch 
chips for his children and 
had only drunk two-and-a- 
half pints.” 

Mr Charles Mcnamara, 
defending, said: “He had an 
alcohol-related problem and 
there was no immediate 
danger to anyone else.” 

Magistrates gave Eberle 
an 18-week suspended sen¬ 
tence, with supervision for 
12 months, and ordered the 
defendant to complete a 
drink drivers’ programme. 

He was disqualified from 
driving for four years, had 
his licence endorsed and 
was ordered to pay £85 
court costs. 

He pleaded guilty at an 
earlier hearing.

Fire Brigades Union spokesman 
Chris Downes, from the West Midlands 
branch, said the official estimated cost 
of a commercial fire has been set at 
almost £44,000 and warned that if 
response times become slower, this 
figure would become higher. 

“Insurance companies will look at 
the risks of insuring a business, and if 
they feel it is not as well protected, 
people may well see their premiums go 
up,” he said. 

The decision to merge the two sta¬ 
tions was taken in 2009.

Pavement scheme 
put on backburner 


A safety scheme to widen narrow 
pavements along a busy high street has 
been put on the backburner due to a lack 
of funding, it has been revealed. 

Dudley Council wants to narrow the road 
in Stourbridge High Street and reduce 
parking spaces to provide the necessary 
space to carry out the work. 

Bosses had hoped the project would be 
carried out as part of the redevelopment of 
the Crown Centre and engineers have looked 
into the scheme. But the authority has said 
the scheme was now unlikely to take place 
“within the next two years” due to issues over 
funding and disruption to the town centre. 

The work has been estimated to cost 
around £2.5 million and even if Tesco pro¬ 
vided some of the funding under its planning 
law agreements, it would not cover all of the 
costs. Council officials are also concerned 
that carrying out the work at the same time 
as the centre redevelopment would cause 
even more disruption to the High Street. 

The authority said while the project was 
still something it wanted to happen, it had 
been put on the backburner. Plans for widen¬ 
ing the pavements were originally devised as 
a compromise when discussions were taking 
place over pedestrianising the High Street 
fully in the early-2000s. 

Compromise 

Closing off the High Street to traffic 
foundered as businesses were concerned it 
would block access to their stores. And the 
compromise plan also had to be shelved due 
to a lack of funding, but bosses believed now 
would be a good time for its resurrection. 

Council leader Councillor Les Jones said: “I 
firmly believe it to be the best compromise 
between those who want the High Street to be 
pedestrianised and businesses who are con¬ 
cerned that to do so would hurt trade. 
However, to carry out the work would cost 
£2.5m and that amount of money is extremely 
difficult to come by especially at the moment. 

“Carrying out the work now would only 
increase the inevitable disruption which re¬ 
development of the Crown Centre would 
cause. Therefore while this scheme is still on 
the cards I cannot see it happening within the 
next couple of years.”

Timber and tiles were first stripped 
from the roof and recycled. 

Contractors Bowmer and Kirkland 
plan to have all the work done by the 
start of the new term on September 5. 

Site manager Brian Appleby said: 
“Work is progressing well and we are 
on target to finish on time. 

Remove 

“As everything went to plan so far 
we had time to remove some of the 
materials gradually and recycle 
them.” 

Most classrooms at the new school 
will have external teaching areas and 
the school will be energy efficient 
through the use of solar panels and 
triple-glazed windows. 


The school’s recently-built chil¬ 
dren’s centre will remain on the site as 
will the listed Victorian caretaker’s 
house. 

Dudley Council said the present 
school building was no longer fit for 
purpose and needed a revamp. 

The school will be equipped with 
state-of-the-art technology and IT 
systems. Architectural designs have 
been drawn up to allow as much 
natural light in to the new building as 
possible. The new premises will 
contain a nursery for 45 children and 
two classrooms for children with lan¬ 
guage learning difficulties, which will 
each hold 12 students. A 49-space car 
park will be created alongside a sports 
field, playgrounds and school garden.

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£10,000 blueprint 
for church revamp 


A detailed blueprint costing up to 
£100,000 has been drawn up by parish¬ 
ioners desperate to renovate a Quarry 
Bank church. 

New electronic bells with speakers 
installed in the bell tower could ring out as 
part of the transformation. 

The restoration for Christ Church could be 
the catalyst to regenerate an ailing high 
street, say campaigners. The bell sounds 
would play out to create a more traditional 
ring on special occasions such as weddings 
and christenings. 

Christ Church, off High Street, only has a 
single bell at the moment and church 
members feel the improved sound could boost 
numbers. 

Various plans including both internal and 
external renovations have been identified by 
parishioners and members of the town’s own 
friends group. 

Chairman of the Friends of Quarry Bank, 
Brian Genner, said the plans were exciting 
with everyone involved at the church. 

Priority 

“We have considered improving the peal or 
ring of the bells to make it more traditional 
sounding,” he said. “We are actively looking at 
ways to improve both the visual and audible 
appearance of the church.” 

The church’s organ is also in desperate 
need of work costing up to £50,000. 

But Mr Genner said there are fears it could 
have to be replaced altogether if works prove 
too costly. 

Plaster works and general decorating have 
also been earmarked as a priority. Church 
members are also keen to make more of the 
main body of the building for community use 
when services are not being held. This will 
include installing removable pews and stage 
so the main hall becomes more multi-use. 

“We want to be able to make more use of the 
church itself and these are just some of the 
ideas that we have come up with to do this,” 
Mr Genner said. 

“I must reiterate that these are all simply 
ideas which we have drawn up at this stage.” 

Mr Genner says full plans will be submitted 
to Dudley Council’s planning document and 
the Diocese of Worcester in the coming 
months.

Council in 
scheme to 
sell extra 
green bins 


Extra green bins 
and bags for people in 
Dudley who need to 
get rid of more garden 
rubbish will be going 
on sale in time for new 
collections beginning 
in September. 

For £25, residents will 
be able to buy either a 
second green bin or two 
heavy-duty reusable 
bags, depending on col¬ 
lections in that area - 
although each house will 
be limited to just one 
order. 

They will then have to pay 
an annual fee of £60 for the 
extra rubbish to be picked 
up. 

Environmental services 
boss Councillor David 
Stanley said money gener¬ 
ated by the optional new 
service would be ploughed 
back into paying for vehicle 
maintenance and wages. 

“This is an extremely 
cost-effective and effortless 
way in which to dispose of 
additional green waste and 
I hope many people utilise 
this service,” he said. 

“Our green waste service 
is very popular and we know 
that some households will 
definitely benefit from 
being able to purchase an 


additional green bin or bag 
to assist them with dispos¬ 
ing of their green waste.” 

He said if people move 
home, they will also be able 
to take the bins or bags and 
transfer the extra collec¬ 
tions to their new home. 

The scheme will begin on 
September 1, although 
anyone interested will be 
able to buy the new bin in 
advance as delivery will 
take up to two weeks. 

Last year, Dudley Council 
introduced a controversial 
new system for bin collec¬ 
tions in a drive to save 
£250,000. 

Complaints 

The move limited the 
number of bags binmen 
were allowed to collect to 
just three, sparking more 
than 1,000 complaints from 
residents within the first 
week. 

The money was clawed 
back by cutting the number 
of binmen per truck from 
four to three, ending the use 
of agency staff to cover 
shortages, and cutting down 
on the amount of rubbish 
being collected by encourag¬ 
ing recycling.

T he appalling violence and vandalism that 
killed members of the public, injured the 
police and destroyed people’s homes and 
businesses earlier this month shows just how 
short-sighted the Tories’ plans to cut the police 
budget by 20 per cent are. 

The bravery and hard work of the many thousands of extra police on 
the streets of Birmingham, London, West Bromwich and Wolverhampton 
during the riots made a big difference in restoring calm. The numbers of 
officers available to quell the disturbances clearly have a serious impact. 

In the West Midlands 1,250 police officers are due to be cut in the next 
four years. 

Nationally, there are 4,625 fewer police than March 2010. Worse still, 
more than 2,000 of the most experienced bobbies are being forcibly 
retired. It’s hard not to conclude that the Government is taking a risky 
gamble.

Government turns 
Dudley down for 
enterprise zone 

Last week the Govern¬ 
ment announced 11 new 
Enterprise Zones - areas to 
get tax breaks and invest¬ 
ment to boost growth and 
create jobs. 

Earlier this year they 
had said the Black Country 
would get one and they also 
set out the areas that 
would benefit. 

Like anyone else in the 


Black Country, I’m pleased 
they’ve given the green 
light to sites in Wolver¬ 
hampton and Darlaston, 
but they turned down local 
business leaders’ bid to 
include a site in Dudley. 

Instead, the areas 
backed by the Government 
include Wantage in Oxford¬ 
shire, Gosport in Hamp¬ 
shire and Huntingdon in 
Cambridgshire. 

The town centre urgently 
needs help, but we lost out 
on funds for regeneration 
and job creation when the 
West Midlands regional 
development agency was 
abolished and now we've 
got no funding to boost the 
economy at all. 

Residents voice 
concern at 
NHS plans 

The NHS has been told to 
make savings of more than 
£20 billion over the next 
four years. 

I am sure savings can be 


made, but it’s hard to 
imagine cuts on this scale 
won’t affect services and 
the care of patients. 

There is already evi¬ 
dence that waiting times 
are creeping up. 

Doctors, nurses and all 
the staff at Russells Hall 
work really hard, but new 
figures show the number of 
people in Dudley waiting 
more than 18 weeks rose by 
over 60 per cent on last 
year, and in some places 
doctors and nurses are 
losing their jobs. 

A couple of weeks ago I 
invited hundreds of local 
people to have their say by 
filling in a questionnaire. 

Residents rated clean 
hospitals and fast results 
for diagnostic tests as most 
important to them. 

Hardly anyone (two per 
cent) believed the reorgan¬ 
isation will help keep NHS 
costs down - 70 per cent 
thought we will end up 
with more administrators 
and pen pushers. 


I am not against reform 
or change, but I can’t help 
feeling we risk wasting the 
progress made by years of 
investment.

SVR on track with new plans 


Ambitious multi-million pound 
plans to extend the Severn Valley 
Railway across the Midlands and 
build three new stations have been 
unveiled, including a new link to 
popular tourist attraction Ironbridge. 

Under the new scheme, rusty old 
tracks to Telford would be repaired 
and brought back into use to take 
people to the Ironbridge Gorge Mus¬ 
eum, and a halt will be created at the 
West Midlands Safari Park. A third 
new station would be built on the site 
of the derelict former British Sugar 
Beet factory. 

There would also be a park-and-ride 


car scheme on the third station site off 
the A451 Stourport Road, Kiddermin¬ 
ster, which has repeatedly been the 
target of vandals and arsonists since it 
closed in 2002. 

New chairman of the SVR’s parent 
company, Severn Valley Railway 
(Holdings) Pic, Nick Paul said funding 
for the project would come from a com¬ 
bination of loans, grants and by the 
railway itself. 

“Having these three new stations 
will mean people will be able to link up 
with some of the area’s most popular 
attractions,” he said. “At the sugar 
beet site in particular we are also 


looking at having some sort of facility 
there ourselves, such as a pub for vis¬ 
itors.” 

If funding can be secured, Mr Paul 
said he hopes to see the two new Wyre 
Forest stations up and running within 
the next few years, but due to the scale 
of the Ironbridge project, it could be 
2021 before it is open to passengers. 

The news comes it was revealed 
plans in the final stages of discussion 
between the SVR and Network Rail to 
create a new link between the main¬ 
line Kidderminster Railway Station 
and the heritage steam line.

Temporary staff 
cost council £2.5m 

Schools in Dudley have spent more than £2.5million 
recruiting and paying supply teachers and temporary staff 
during the past 12 months, figures revealed today. 

Casual workers were used to cover sickness absences 
and maternity leave to ensure pupils did not miss vital 
lessons. Some of the borough’s 90 schools also employed 
agency staff to help with exams and recruitment. 

The money paid out during the 2010/11 financial year 
also covered the cost of staff brought in to supervise exams 
as well as sports coaching and stationery supplies. 

Dudley’s seven special schools spent £284,266 while the 
borough’s 63 primary schools spent £1,506, 592. 

The bill at the 20 secondary schools came to £1,165,985.

Mr Beeken, who completed a one-day 
food handling course in preparation for his 
back to the floor shift, worked alongside 
housekeeper Barbara Rowley serving food 
to patients on Ward C7. 

Nutrition 

He was keen to see how patients’ nutri¬ 
tional needs are catered for adding: “I 
wanted to check how the trust does on a 
daily basis in terms of serving 750 patients 
and meeting their food and nutritional 
needs.” 

He is chairman of the newly-formed 
nutrition working group set up to look at 
how hospital delivers nutritional value and 
offers patients quality, choice and taste. 

He added: “I was hugely impressed at the 
standards the housekeeper maintained 
and expected of others.”

Public outcry brings 
bridge plan changes 


A study is to be carried out to look at 
ways of strengthening a busy road 
bridge after original plans were axed fol¬ 
lowing a public outcry, it has been 
revealed. 

Dudley Council says residents living near 
to the site, in Vicarage Road, Amblecote, will 
be “fully consulted” on any future proposals 
and before a final scheme is decided on. The 
authority originally planned to reduce the 
bridge to a single lane and demolish a nearby 
traffic island, replacing it with traffic lights 
in January this year to save wear and tear. 

But the scheme was put on hold after resi¬ 
dents in Vicarage Road, Kirkstone Way and 
Hillgrounds Road complained they had not 
been consulted on any of the plans. 

Councillors in the area were also furious, 
saying officers had not approached them over 
the plans, either - and only finding out when 
they were approached by concerned resi¬ 
dents. 

People were worried the changes would 
lead to an increase in traffic along already 
congested roads. 

Council officers said proposals to 
strengthen the bridge are now being looked 
at, but stressed no firm plans had yet been 
drawn up. 

Best 

Transport officer Peter Vangeersdaele 
said: “This is something officers are looking 
at and are in discussion about. 

“The aim is to find the best possible way of 
how to make progress on this subject. 

“Discussions will take place with council¬ 
lors, and residents will also be fully con¬ 
sulted. Any plans would also come before 
Stourbridge area committee before any 
progress was made. 

“At the moment no firm plans have been 
made for this site but ways of strengthening 
the bridge are being looked at.” 

The authority previously said plans to 
make the bridge a single lane and the 
removal of the road island had been 
scrapped. 

Amblecote councillor Pat Martin said she 
was aware the study was taking place. 

“Personally I cannot see any developments 
taking place at the bridge for some time, but 
at least consultation will be carried out when 
anything does happen,” she said.

Time flies and such a lot happens - 
how can we keep up with every¬ 
thing? 

It seems just a short while ago that 
Kia launched the Picanto in the UK - in 
fact it was seven years ago back in 
2004. 

The car impressed a lot of people and it 
became clear that the Korean manufacturer 
was beginning on a major move upmarket. It 
was slow at first but over the past three years 
things have moved on apace. 

Earlier this summer the new Picanto came 
onto our streets in five-door form and from

And the price? The range starts at £7,995 
and the range topper comes in at only 
£11,195 - and you get a very well equipped 
car indeed for that. 

I recently drove the 1.25 2 EcoDynamics 
(there are three trim levels simply 1,2 or 3) 
which at £10,195 gave me so much in terms 
of specification I wasn’t sure I had the 
correct price. 

Standard features include a height- 
adjustable seat, a tilt-adjustable steering 
column, body-coloured bumpers, mirrors 
and door handles and tinted glass to finish 
the exterior look. 

Cable 

Motor-driven power steering is also 
included as standard on all trim levels. In-car 
entertainment is provided by a standard 
RDS radio and CD player with MP3 compat¬ 
ibility. Picanto 1, 1 Air, and 2 have four 
speakers, and Picanto 3 has six. All versions 
above Picanto 1, and 1 Air also have USB 
and AUX ports, an iPod cable and steering- 
wheel-mounted audio controls. 

Picanto 2 has equipment I have rarely 
seen in this segment including Bluetooth 
connectivity, with voice recognition and full 
iPod control with USB and AUX ports - both 
of which can be operated by the steering- 
wheel controls - and electrically operated, 
heated and folding door mirrors with inte¬ 
grated LED side repeaters. Air conditioning, 
rear electric windows, 14-inch alloy wheels, 


front fog lights, a leather steering wheel and 
gear lever, an alarm system, premium black 
upholstery and chrome exterior detailing 
complete the comprehensive package. 

The engine is eager and the gear change 
and steering are both light and easy. 

The ride was good on the 14-inch alloys 
both on the country roads into work and on 
the M54 - in fact I was very impressed with 
the quality of the ride along the motorway 
and lack of noise, and with the engine’s 
eagerness to please. The engine never felt it 
had nothing left to give in an emergency. 

The new Picanto is only 60mm longer than 
its predecessor so it still occupies slightly 
less than 3.6 metres of road space, but an 
increase of 15mm in wheelbase allied to 
some very clever packaging ideas have 
resulted in significantly more cabin space. 

Front legroom has increased by 36mm, 
for example, while luggage capacity is 27 
per cent greater at 200 litres. 

In a world where the environment plays an 
increasing role, there was more good news 
for Kia as the company was awarded an 
environmental certificate for Picanto by TUV 
Nord, an independent technical inspection 
organisation, in recognition of its strong eco- 
credentials. The award has also gone to its 
two other new models this year, the Rio and 
Optima.
